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Farm Wife, Daughter Killed 
Minutes Before Escapee Yields

— A farm wife and her 19-year-

Thursday night just minutes 
before an escaped convict who 
held them, hostage for six. hours 
surrendered, police said.

The convict, Riley Mosley Jr., 
26, walked 
away 
from, 
the 
minimum security farm, at the 
Indiana State Prison here and 
stole a gun from the prison 
foreman’s home, police said. 
Officers said he held Mrs. 
Marian Napierala, .54, and her 
daughters Gayle, 19, and Cindy, 
17,*at gunpoint, negotiating with 
a representative of a prison 
inmates group for about six 
hours... 
Mrs. Napierala and Gayle 
were killed just before the 
convict gave up. Cindy was 
hospitalized for severe shock. 
A uthorities 
said 
police 
surrounded, the home after Mrs. 
N apierala's 11 -year-old son, 
Mark, told them the man had 


broken in. Ulticers said, tne boy 
managed to escape through a 
basement window while Mosley 
broke into the house. 
The shootings caught police 
completely by surprise. 
Police said that Mosley never 
made any threats against the 
hostages during the ordeal and 
repeated 
his 
intention 
to 
surrender after he was allowed 


to talk with his father, who lives 
in. Indianapolis. 
Authorities said the only 
threat he had made was a 
suicide threat. 
“All of us involved felt he was 
eventually going to come out 
without anybody being hurt,” 
said State Police Capt. Roy 
Sheets. 
“That was the last thing in our 


minds that he was going to harm 
anybody. We felt that, if he was 
going to harm anybody, it would 
be himself.” 
Police said they had talked 
w ith Mosley and the hostages up 
to 15 minutes before Mosley’s 
surrender and that the hostages 
had said they were unharmed. 
The shootings apparently 
occurred within the next few 


minutes—shortly before Mosley 
walked out of the house and 
surrendered. 
As he strode from the house, 
he said only: “I cut my hand.” 
Police said the convict, who 
had been armed with a rifle and 
a pistol, apparently injured the 
hand while breaking into the 
house.

rushed emergency supplies to 
demolished Darwin today, but 
hungry looters ransacked food 
stores wrecked by a devastat­ 
ing cyclone. 
Australian,.

British aircraft ferried, in tons 
of

thousands of homeless in the

cyclone that wiped out 
once-bustling port. 
Dozens of doctors and nurses 
began

attempt to avert typhoid and 
cholera epidemics threatened 
by lack, of fresh water, power 
and sewage facilities. 
Witnesses said looters ran­ 
sacked damaged food stores 
and police were issued pistols 
to fend, them off. Store owners 
put up “ Looters Shot” warning 
signs outside their

shops. 
The National Disaster Organi­ 
zation in Canberra said Cyclone 
Tracy killed at least 45 persons, 
but some official estimates put 
the death toll as high as 80.

Veteran Comedian Jack Benny 
Overcome By Surprise Cancer

The most famous names in 
show business had gathered at 
Benny’s home 'Thursday when 
word spread that the great 
comic was dying. 
“Perhaps it’s the beginning of 
the end for those who began in 
vaudeville," said Bob Hope, 
who met. Benny on. Broadway 52 
years ago. 
“This is a very sad occa­ 
sion,” said Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan, a former actor, whose 
lim ousine was 
among 
the 
dozens thronging the driveway 
of 
Benny’s 
Holmby 
Hills 
mansion. 
Despite his age—80-Benny 
had been considered in excel­ 
lent health, and was active to 
the 
last, 
getting 
ready 
to 
appear in his first movie in 
years. 
The cancer of the pancreas 
was 
discovered 
only 
last 
Friday, 
when. 
Benny 
com­ 
plained that a recurrent sto­ 
mach pain had returned. It 
rapidly overcame him. 
His family said doctors told 
them there was no hope, and 
Benny decided to die at home 


rather than enter a hospital. 
“It may be a matter of 
hours," his manager, Irving 
Fein, said Thursday night. 
By then Benny was unconsci­ 
ous, kept under heavy sedation 
because 
of 
pain. 
He 
was 
expected to remain 'unconscious 
until death. 
Among the first to arrive at 
Benny’s mansion was Frank 
Sinatra. 
Next came 
George 
Burns, Benny’s closest, friend. 
They had ribbed each other on 
stage, radio and television for 
almost half a century. 
Hope, Reagan, Merle Oberon, 
Danny Thomas, Milton Berle, 
Johnny Carson, —who frequent­ 
ly paid tribute to Benny as a 
master of the comedian’s art — 
Danny Kaye and others gath­ 
ered at the home to console 
Benny’s wife of 47 years, Mary 
.Livingston. 
“We’re losing one of the 
greatest performers who ever 
lived,” said Rosalind Russell, 
close to tears. “I’m sure going 
to miss him.” 
“Jack brought joy to the 
world. 
He 
has 
the 
most 
charitable 
heart 
in 
show 
business," Hope said. 
“He is a world institution,” 
said Reagan, recalling that he 
met Benny in the 1920s when 
the 
governor 
was 
a 
radio 
announcer in Iowa. 
Benny was schooled from the 
age of 15 on the vaudeville 
circuit that produced a genera­ 


tion of America's most popular 
comics. 
He turned, to toe relatively 
new medium of radio early in 
the 1930s and was an instant 
hit. 
His humor mocked an 
imaginary version of his own 
personality.

Maxwell auto, his big blue 
eyes, his starring role in the 
movie “The Horn Blows at 
Midnight,” and above all, his 
painfully inept, shrieking, violin 
playing. 
The alter ego was not the 
real Benny. 
In real life his friends knew 
him. as generous, a compara­ 
tively accomplished violin play­ 
er —he played, with symphonies 
and was making violin benefit 
performances in his late 70s — 
and he joked himself that “The 
Horn Blows at Midnight” may 
have been the corniest movie 
ever filmed. 
In his radio show, popular 
until Benny turned to television 
in 
1951, 
he 
was 
inevitably 
outwitted or foiled by his wife 
Mary, playing herself, and his 
faithful servant, the gravel- 
voiced “Rochester.” 
He kidded his home town of 
Waukegan, 111., and ribbed his 
wife about being a department 
store clerk when he met her, 
thftffenPM to send her back 
there. In real life, they had one 
of the longest m arriages in 
Hollywood history. 
A millionaire many times 
over, Benny kept busy in recent 
years with television specials, 
including “Jack Benny’s First 
Farewell Special” and “Jack 
Benny’s Second Farewell Spe­ 
cial,” and violin benefits for the 
musicians union pension fund. 
He was preparing to costar in 
a film version of the Broadway 
hit “The Sunshine Boys,” about 
a pair of aged entertainers. 
He and his wife adopted a 
daughter, Joan, in 1934.

Jesus Begins Ministry; 


Heals A Paralyzed Man 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
In the passages from Luke 
which we study today Jesus 
begins his ministry, performs 
what is presumably Ids first 
miracle, and confronts the 
Jewish religious leaders with 
the 
challenge 
which 
was 
ultimately to lead to his death. 
As rendered by Luke, the 
narrative of these incidents has 
a particular significance. Luke 
was a Gentile physician, and— 
to judge from his writing style- 
well educated. In contrast to 
Matthew and Mark, both of 
whom had written earlier, Luke 
saw Jesus not primarily as the 
Jewish messiah but as the 
saviour of all mankind. 
Letter To Theophilus 
Luke’s gospel is in the form of

an extended letter to a “most 
excellent Theophilus,” who 
from his title must have been a 
gentile and a person of high 
social and political rank. The 
initial passages suggest that 
Theophilus was the leader of a 
group of people who had heard 
about Jesus and wanted to know 
more. By the time of Luke’s 
writing (70-80 A.D. > 'Christianity 
was no longer the Jewish heresy 
it had been some twenty or 
'thirty years before, but was now 
a rapidly expanding indepen­ 
dent faith. Hence there was a 
need to emphasize its univer­ 
sality. In striving to do this, 
Luke gave his gospel its unique 
characteristics which make it so 
meaningful 
for 
Christians 
today. 
This universality is expressed 
indirectly 
in 
4:18-20. 
As 
described here, Jesus went into 
the synagogue on the sabbath 
and read 
to the assembled 
worshippers from Isaiah 61:1- 
2, Here the prophet proclaims 
the ultimate deliverance of the 
Jews from the Babylonian 
captivity. As Jesus read the 
passage, including, “Today this 
Scripture has been fulfilled in 
your hearing,” he might seem to 
be representing himself as the 


long-awaited Jewish messiah. 
But since the Jews were still 
under the heel of a conqueror— 
the Romans—at the very time 
Luke w as writing, it seems plain 
that Luke meant the words of 
Isaiah to apply to humanity as a 
whole in a spiritual sense. Luke 
in many passages lays stress on 
Jesus’s love for the outcast and 
for the poor. Universality to a 
large extent meant extending 
the gospel to these groups. Thus, 
in effect, Jesus’s reading of 
Isaiah 
becomes 
the 
an­ 
nouncement of his purpose and 
ministry. 
Healing The Paralytic 
In the passages concerning 
the healing of the paralytic, 
Jesus gives the first demon­ 
stration of his divine power and 
challenges the Pharisees to 
acknowledge it as such. The 
reports of Jesus’s teaching and 
works since his revelation in the 
synagogue had aroused so much 
interest that he is here com­ 
pletely surrounded within the 
confines of a small house by 
curious onlookers and Pharisees 
come 
from 
Jerusalem 
to 
question him. Friends of the 
paralytic, unable to get to Jesus 
because of the crowd, lower the 
unfortunate man through a hole 
which they tore in the roof. 
Jesus healed him because of 
this demonstration of his faith, 
and declared that his sins were 
forgiven. 
Jesus’s assertion of the power 
to forgive sins was the challenge 
which eventually turned all of 
the Jewish leaders against him 
This challenge could not be 
avoided because the healing of 
the paralytic seemed to prove 
the truth of Jesus’s claim. 
Among the Jews a crippling 
disease was regarded as public 
punishment by God for a sin 
which the sufferer or his parents 
had com,milled. Therefore, 
when the paralytic rose up and 
walked at Jesus’s command, 
Jesus seemed to demonstrate 
beyond the shadow of a doubt 
his ability to forgive sins, 
The Leap Of Faith 
But of course the Pharisees 
did not believe, and the growing1 
hostility of some Jewish leaders 
finally 
resulted 
in 
the 
crucifixion, Why some people 
down through the ages have 
accepted the challenge of faith 


and others have rejected it is a 
mystery. On 
one occasion 
Jesus implied that faith was a 
divine gift, given to some and 
withheld from others by the will 
of God. Although there is much 
theological sanction for this 
position, the meaning of the 
whole gospel would seem to be 
that we all have free will to 
accept or reject faith. In one 
way 
or 
another, 
Jesus 
challenges each one of us as he 
did the Pharisees and the 
millions of people down through 
the centuries who have read the 
scriptures, Happy are they who 
have accepted this challenge.

Over the years, traditional 
institutions of higher learning 
received the bulk of financial 
support from a “college and 
university oriented” society. 
Job training was treated as a 
“step child” in search for the All 
American dream of higher 
education for all 
We failed to recrgnize the fact 
that not all are emotionally nor 
mentally geared to a college 
education. Ignored was the fact 
that less than half of all Indiana 
high school graduates entered 
college, with less than 20 per­ 
cent continuing to graduation. 
We succeeded in making a 
college education available to 
all. regardless of financial 
ability, concentrating the bulk 
of the support for higher 
education on the few, 
Back in 1963, the General 
Assembly, with the active 
support of labor, farmers, and 
businessmen, created 
the 
Indiana Vocational Technical 
College, charged with the 
responsibility of teaching job 
skills to match job oppor­ 
tunities. 
Using 
existing 
facilities, matching education 
with needs, IvyTech has taken 
training to the communities.
